Now let i ic be once admitred, 
any One Law may be Quettion’d by the Multitude; the 
Confequence reaches to all the Refi: Let it be admit- 
ced, either, that any One fort of People may be allowed to 
challenge any One Law, All other Giiaions have the fame 
Right of Compleyning.
